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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his Invention. 

2. Claims 25-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The term "a further action by the base stations varies according to a result 
of the determining step" Is 'indefmiie. What's the further action? Anything? How 
does it vary? Whether the claims do, in fact, set out and circumscribe a particular 
area with reasonable degree of precision and particularity, deflniteness of claim 
language is analyzed, not in a vacuum, but always in light of the teachings of the 
prior art and of the particular application disclosure as it would be interpreted by 
one possessing the ordinary level of skill in the pertinent art (in re Moore, 169 
USPQ 236). Reference to the specification disclosure or prior art teachings may 
make an otherwise definite claim take on an unreasonable degree of uncertainty 
( In re Cohen . 169 USPQ 45; In re Hammack . 166 USPQ 204; In re Anderson . 
1 76 USPQ 331 ). If the scope of the invention sought to be patented cannot be 
determined from the language of the claims, a second paragraph rejection is 
appropriate Hn re Wiggins . 179 USPQ 421). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 7-24 are allowed. 

4. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with. See 37 CFR 1 .11 1 (b) and MPEP § 707.07(a). 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 25-34 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
